F YOU were to drive through 

southwestern Connecticut, espe- 
cially populous Fairfield County, and 
make casual inquiry as to the lead- 
ing water well drilling contractors 
in that section of the country, you 
would get to know Myron L. Beal 
of Bethel, Conn., very soon. For 
Myron has been drilling wells in the 
area for the past 26 years and is ac 
quainted with hundreds of suburban 
home owners and farmers there, who 
know him for his genial disposition 
and for his record as a successful 
driller. 

Myron’s success in this business of 
putting down wells is no accident for 
drilling has played a prominent role 
in the Beal family history for three 
generations. Both Myron’s father, 
Andrew J. Beal, and his grandfather 
were very active in the drilling in- 
dustry. His grandfather, in fact, in- 
vented a drill—called the Beal core 
drill—in 1891 at his Elyria, Ohio 
home, and his great interest in drill- 
ing led all of the boys in his large 
family to take up the profession. 

The Beal core drill was particular- 
ly adaptable to test hole work. Fo 
that reason, Myron’s father gradual- 
ly moved eastward from Ohio as he 
carried out test borings for coal, 
gypsum and gravel deposits through- 
out the East and for silver in Canada. 
Finally, Andrew Beal decided to con- 
centrate on water well drilling. He 
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serves a territory centering in Bethel 
and branching out within a 50-mile 


radius of the city. In addition to My

y as 8 @ drillers and three helpers—engaged 
in the company’s drilling operations. 

Wells in Myron’s operating area 

f } S a } § m Pe PL are usually six or eight inches in di- 
ameter. About 90% of the com 
pany’s annual total are wells for 
rural or suburban homes, and the re- 
mainder are drilled for farms. The 
great number of residential wells 
drilled is due to the numerous jobs 
the company gets in populous Fair- 
field County, generally considered to 


settled in Watertown, Conn., where 
he “opened up shop” in 1911. 

Brought up in the atmosphere ol 
“a drilling family,” it was only natu- 
ral that Myron should take up well 
drilling too. He began working for 
his father in 1923, running core 
drills. After two years he went into 
business for himself. Starting out 
with one of the old core drills that 
was built by himself and his father, 
Myron worked in several eastern 
areas before settling in Bethel. 

The Myron L. Beal drilling firm 
prospered, and in 1931 he bought his 
first churn drill, a No. 114 Keystone. 
He operated this rig for two years 
before purchasing a new No. 70 
Keystone. 

In 1934, a  Bucyrus-Armstrong 
33-W was bought. Business increased 
so rapidly that another 33-W rig was 
added to his lineup of drills in 1936. 

A 240 Speed Star was purchased in 
1937 and traded the same year for 
a Star 71 machine. This rig was trad- 
ed for a 33-W in 1938. This machine, 
now mounted on a 214-ton Chevrolet 
truck, is still in service today and in 
excellent condition. 

Myron’s other current drills are 
a Bucyrus-Erie 22-W, purchased in 
1949, and a 24-L, bought in 1950. 
The 22-W is mounted on a 214-ton 
Diamond T and the 24-L on a 214- The 24-L carried plenty of “steel”

be a part of the New York City met- 
ropolitan area except in the compila- 


tion of official census figures. Many 
people live out in this area and com- 
mute daily to “the big city” to work. 

The average depth of wells is vari- 
able, running from 100 feet on down 
to 300-400 feet. Notorious for its 
stony soil, the terrain in Myron’s ter- 
ritory is troublesome at times but has 
yet to stop his drillers. The drilling 
crews hit some limestone in the area 
in addition to mica rock, red and 
brown sandstone, and shale. Hard- 
pan boulders and ledge rock, mostly 
tough granite, give them the most 


trouble, making it difficult to keep a 
hole straight. Granite is the usual 
water-bearing formation. 

The deepest well the Connecticut 
firm has put down went 750 feet. 
This was an 8-in. well designed to 
supply water for a swimming pool lo- 
cated on an estate in Greenwich, 
Conn. The largest capacity test the 
company has made was on a 6-in. res- 
idential well at Danbury, Conn. This 
hole went down 250 feet into granite, 
and tested at 100 Gpm. 

Probably the most unusual job 
handled by the Beal drillers was a 
6-in. well they put down in 1940 at 
New Fairfield, Conn. The well was 
designed to furnish a constant supply 
of water for a private lake which was

spring fed and which tended to dry 
up during the warm summer months. 

A geologist had advised the lake's 
owner to have a well drilled down 
into the bed of the lake, at a site 
about one-third of the way from the 
shoreline to the center of the lake, 
and indicated that he would get a 
flowing well there that would keep 
the lake filled with water at all times. 
The owner, in turn, called on Myron 
to handle the drilling job. 

Waiting until September, when the 
water level in the lake was extremely 
low, Myron’s drillers moved in on the 
job. This in itself was difficult. The 
lone road leading to the lake was 
rough and ungraded—nothing more 
than a path hewn through the 
woods. Then, before moving the rig 
across the muddy lake bottom, plank- 
ing had to be laid from the shore to 
the job site. 

After setting up on the designated 
drilling location, Myron’s boys pro- 
ceeded to make hole but in the 
extremely hard rock, their progress 
was slow. The drilling crew averaged 
only five feet per day in 10 hours 
compared to an average of 15 feet per 
10-hour day in their locality. This, 
however, was to be only one of the 
problems to beset the drillers before 
they finished the well. 

When the job was begun, the drill-

ing site was bone dry. The fall rainy 
season set in, however, and soon the 
lake was filled to overflowing with 
the water about six feet deep at the 
job site. The planking from rig to 
shore was buoyed up to prevent its 
drifting away. And, the drillers had 
to jack up the rig once and, when 
more rain fell, jack it up again. 
Two months later the job was com 
pleted and the Beal crew had 
brought in a flowing well, just as the 
geologist had predicted. In the mean- 
time, however, the lake had frozen 
over and moving out became a dif

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ENNETH W. HELTMAN, sales- 

man for Beckwith Machinery 
Co., Pittsburgh, Penn., produced an 
operating model of a Bucyrus-Erie 
22-W Well-Drill, exactly 1/22 in size 
to the actual unit. 

Perfect in every detail, the model 
has been acclaimed by water well 
contractors in Pennsylvania as a 
work of art and engineering since 
the addition of a small electric mo- 
tor would make it possible to dupli- 
cate most of the action of the real 
machine. Gears rotate, sheaves turn, 
and the spudding beam moves up 
and down. 

Although Heltman has been with 
the Beckwith Machinery Co. for two 
years and has been on well drill sales 
for only eight and a half months he 
applied his knowledge of equipment, 
in building this model, to point out 
the features of Bucyrus-Erie drills. 
Thus he is able to demonstrate such 
advantages as versatility and im- 
proved power transmission. 

No blueprints were used; instead 
the builder worked from sales draw- 
ings, figuring out mathematical 
equations to bring his parts out to 
exact scale. The recommended tool 
list from engineering data for this 
machine was utilized in working up 
the miniature swivel-socket drilling 
jars, stem, bit and jar valve bailer. 

Cost of materials which were actu- 


Standing alone this scale model 
rig looks just like the real thing.

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ally bought to build the rig amounts 
to less than ten dollars since Helt- 
man adapted various items to his 
needs. Among the scrap materials 
used are brass plates from wall switch 
fixtures, mechanical pencil parts, 
fluorescent light starters, brass pipe, 
screen from air tool filters, and old 
brass bushings from a compressor. 
The operating mast braces are pieces 
of welding rod while the tires are 
wheels from one of his son’s toys. The 
shock-absorber under the crown 


sheave is made of rubber hose lami- 
nations and washers, representing 
the rubber and metal plate shock 
absorbers on the actual unit. 
Improvisations were also neces- 
sary in the selection of construction 
tools since the standard hand tools 
such as saw, pliers, hammer, etc. 
could not handle the fine details de- 
sired. A variety of dentist drills, 
many sizes and shapes of files, knives 
and hand drills were employed. All 
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the gears, wheels, sheaves, etc. in 
addition to the well tools were turn- 
ed on a drill press. Erection was 
made primarily with a soldering iron 
using a high grade radio solder. 
Heltman lives at 424 S. Meadow- 
croft in the Mt. Lebanon district of 
Pittsburgh and he is also interested 
in model railroading. In 1942 he 
won third prize in a national contest 
for model railroads. His experience 
in this hobby was of assistance in 
creating the well-drill model. 


Although no value has been placed 
on the model, which was built during 
leisure hours, some have estimated 
its value at well over $1,000. Model 
builder and salesman Heltman works 
in eleven counties of Western Penn- 


sylvania, for Beckwith Machinery 
Co., concentrating solely on sales of 
drilling machines. He is planning 
model, this time of a 
28-L, well drill.

Attracted by the prospect of com- 
bining business with a week’s stay 
in Florida’s pleasant winter climate, 
water well drillers, technical men 
and manufacturers’ representatives 
from all over the country attended 
the 1951 National Water Well Ex- 
position at Orlando, Fla., on No 
vember 28, 29, 30 and December 1. 
Over 550 people, including ladies, 
registered for the four day meeting 
which was sponsored by the Nation- 
al Water Well Association with the 
Florida Well Drillers Association as 
official host. 

Representing 32 and Can 
ada, Puerto Rico, England, New 
Zealand and Turkey, the assembled 
drillers devoted their time to techni 
cal and business meetings in addition 
to the inspection of displays set 
up by manufacturers in the in 
dustry. Indoor exhibits were lo 
cated in the Orlando Municipal Au 
ditorium, while 11 drilling machines 
(both cable and rotary) were set up 
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on a park lawn directly across the 
street from that building. 

Technical sessions on groundwa- 
ter use and well rehabilitation tech- 
niques comprised the official conven- 
tion program on Wednesday and 
Thursday. On Friday the annual 
business meeting of the NWWA was 
held with the morning session de- 
voted to association affairs and the 
afternoon session to the problems of 
price controls and material procure- 
ment. A technical session, devoted to 
drilling equipment and techniques, 
wound up the convention “meeting” 
program on Saturday. 


NPA Talk Is Highlight 

Highlight of the convention was 
the appearance of Gerald E. Arnold, 
director of the Water Resources Di- 
vision, National Production Author- 
ity, at the Friday afternoon business 
session. Mr. Arnold was appointed 
to his position with the NPA on 
September 26, and his background 
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of experience in the water resources 
industry led to presentation of an 
informative address in which he 
tried to clear up just what the NPA 
controls over the distribution of steel 
pipe are. His direct answers to ques- 
tions raised from the floor, as well 
as his address, were well received by 
the drillers attending this important 
meeting. . 

Despite this emphasis on technical 
and business matters, the social side 
of the convention was not neglected. 
The Florida association sponsored a 
get-acquainted party at the Orlando 
Naval Armory on Wednesday night, 
and a barbecue and fish fry was held 
in the Orange Court Hotel gardens 
on Thursday night. A social program 
for the ladies and sight-seeing trips 
for all were also conducted. 

The annual banquet was held Sat- 
urday night at Kemp’s Coliseum with 
Dr. Robert O. Vernon, assistant di- 
rector of the Florida Geological Sur- 
vey, serving as master of ceremonies. 
Carl Hawver, secretary to Congress- 
man A. O. Hunter of California, 
was the guest speaker.
